RAIL-MOTOR STUDY 
APPROVED BY NA. CC

belief that the forthcoming investi- 


gation of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission into the question of rail 
and motor co-ordination will per- 
form a distinet public service, the 
directors of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce have 
voted to join in the hearings which 
will be held throughout the country 
and to assist the commission in 
every way in obtaining the facts of 
motor truck and bus development. 

The railroads under the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission have been 
required to present all the facts 
they can obtain, and the efforts of 
the chamber will be concentrated 
on bringing into the proceedings 
truck and bus operators, shippers 
and other interested parties not 
subject to the commission's order. 

In accordance with this decision 
the chamber will be represented at 
the opening hearing in St. Louis on 
November 17, and at the second 
hearing in Kansas City on Novem- 
ber 21 by Edward F. Loomis, secre- 
tary of the motor truck committee, 
and at succeeding hearings by Ed- 
ward F. Loomis and Richard S. 
Armstrong of the motor vehicle con- 
ference committee and others. 

For the seventh successive month 
| up to October 1 stocks of new cars 
'in the hands of automobile dealers 
have shown a decline amounting as 
of October 1 to 37 per cent. below 
the same period of 1929. The dealer 
Situation was still further improved 
during the month of October, as 
with several of the larger makers 
making ready for new models the 
estimate of production for that 
month is 156,743 cars and _ trucks, 
which was 32 per cent. under Sep- 
tember. Total for ten months is 
3,233,256, a decrease of 39 per cent. 
under the same period of last year. 

The attempt of South Dakota to 
impose a sales tax On motor cars 
was reported to have met with an 
overwhelming defeat from the mo- 
torists of the state voting on the 
referendum. 

Charles D. Hastings, as chairman 
of the show committee, reported 
fifty-four exhibitors of cars and 
commercial vehicles for the affair 
at Grand Central Palace, which 
opens on January 3, which is ten 
exhibitors more than last year. 

Roy D. Chapin, president-general 
of the International Highway Con- 
gress, gave sOme facts about the 
visit of the highway experts from 
foreign countries, which showed 
that more than 1,200 delegates at- 
tended the Washington gathering, 
of whom about 500 came from 60 
different nations, colonies and de- 
pendencies.

OU do not hear so much depression talk among the car 

builders in Detroit nowadays—and I refer to the imme- 
diate present—and why? Because most everybody, from the 
presidents down, have something to do. The pre-1931 season 
is on us, presenting problems that have to be solved; cam- 
paigns to be planned and executed; advertising schedules to 
be prepared; new models to be brought out, and this diverts 
our thoughts into new channels. Hard times are forgotten, 
the past is behind us.

Packard happily busy following the debut of its 
new line; Oakland-Pontiac getting settled under the new 
Reuter regime; Cadillac following up under the Chick lead- 
ership the successful introduction of the new twelve; Hupmo- 
bile still glowing over the ripples it made in the Sea of De- 
pression with its stupendous “sky road parade and million 
dollar driveaway”’’; the Chrysler units running smoothly; 
Graham on the jump most of the time entertaining flocks of 
dealers; Hudson on its toes with the resumption of the five- 
day week and production of its 1931 models soon to be 
announced; and lastly, Chevrolet, out two months ahead of 
the usual time, with its new stuff, revolutionary as to price 
2nd noteworthy because of the many refinements. 

All of which again demonstrates that if a man is busy 
he forgets his troubles. Because of this we are living in a 
new Detroit at this writing and we can see no detour signs 
on the long road stretching ahead of us to Show time.

NE thing the Tuesday election did for us—it made pos- 

sible the construction of the elevated speedway from 
Detroit to Pontiac, to be built over the tracks of the Grand 
Trunk Railway. Voters approved the project and now 
Joseph A. Bower and his associates will proceed to spend 
$15,000,000 on this overhead highway which will be thirty 
miles in length and make it possible for motorists to drive 
from Detroit to Pontiac at top speed and without interfer- 
ence of cross roads or stop lights. 

Work on the project will start at once, it is said, and this 
means at least $6,000,000 will go into the pockets of Detroit 
labor. When this is completed Detroit will have four motor- 
ing features—the elevated speedway, the Detroit-Pontiae 
superhighway, 200 feet in width, the international bridge 
connecting Detroit with Canada, and the brand new vehicular 
tunnel from Detroit to Windsor, Canada.

ALKING about vehicular tunnels, the Detroit-Windsor 

officials are safeguarding against delays caused by 
punctures by equipping the thirty twin coaches which are 
whisking passengers from one country to the other with 
puncture sealing tubes, a product of the United States Rub- 
ber Company. These tubes are so constructed that should 
they be punctured the aperture will be closed immediately 
by a special layer of compounded rubber under compression. 
This compression is derived from building the tube inside 
out, the conventional manner, and then reversing it, thereby 
placing on the inside the greater original circumference 
which endows it with a pressure strong enough to seal imme- 
diately any leak. This insures greater safety from punc- 
ture hazard. 

Using this equipment the tunnel people will guard 
against the slowing of traffic because of tire trouble on the 
public buses. I haven’t heard whether or not they will adopt 
the same tactics as the Holland Tunnel officials in New York 
—fine a careless motorist $5 for running out of gasoline in 
the tube.

NNOUNCEMENT by the National Automobile Cham- 

ber of Commerce of production figures for October, 

with a total of 156,000 units, is interesting but not extraor- 

dinarily significant. To get an October production record 

comparable to this we must go back to the year 1921, when 
the total output was 150,000 units. 

The significance of this lies in the unmistakable evidence 
it supplies that the slump of 1930 is the severest since the 
1920-1921 debacle. . 

The production for the ten months of 1930 reaches 
a total of 3,223,000 vehicle units. This compares with 5,- 
269,000 in the same period of 1929, a recession of nearly 
40 per cent. The real interest in the ten months production 
figure lies in the evidence it brings that the output for 1930 
will be under 3,500,000 vehicle units. 

If we accept the government figure for retirement of 
motor vehicles from service, which shows the average life of 
a car or truck to be about seven years, we open the way to 
some interesting analysis. In 1923 the total production of 








vehicle units by our industry was 4,020,000. We may pre-| 


sume that this number of vehicles went out of service this 
year. The 1930 output of 3,500,000 units has not met this 
normal and necessary replacement demand by more than 
500,000 vehicles. But this is not all. In 1923 our total 
exports of motor vehicles was approximately 150,000. In 
1930 the nine months’ total was a shade over 200,000 units. 
The three months for which we have as yet no statistics 
will certainly add 50,000 to the total. Thus we have an- 
other 100,000 vehicle units to be added to replacements. 


Summing up we find that output and domestic con- | 


sumption in 1930 will not meet a normal and almost inevi- 
table demand by our home market by more than 600,000 
vehicle units. This 600,000 vehicles that have not been 


bought this year gives us a very fair insight into that in-| 


tangible matter that we call the “delayed market.” This 
market is the factor that should yield a sales revival at the 
beginning of the traditional buying period of automotive 
activity in the early spring and possibly even before.

Graves said: “The commercial car 
and truck business is good, and 
there is considerable buying at the 
present moment. I find that large 
users are lining up their require- 
ments for the future, and are gath- 
ering figures and estimates prepara- 
tory to buying.

It is obvious that used cars which linger too long on a) 


dealer’s floor are “eating their heads off,” tp use a piece 
of picturesque slang. They occupy space which must be 
accounted for in the merchant’s overhead. Every passing 
week increases their obsolescence and brings a new model 
nearer. 

Successful handling of used cars must include a regular 
movement of the stock to keep pace with the sale of new 
units. .If the dealer allows this movement of used stock to 
be halted, his used inventory piles up with alarming rapidity. 
There must be maintained by any dealer who is to stay in 
business a direct ratio of movement between new and used 
stock. 

Many dealers have established a rule that a used car 
can stay in their sales department just so long. In some cases 
two months is the period set, in others forty-five days. As 
the appointed period advances various methods of moving 
the stock are resorted to, generally price reductions. 


Obviously this is the place where a merchant’s knowledge | 


of his business is most needed. Price reductions to move 
used stock must never be allowed to fall to an unbusiness- 
like level. ‘ 

However, the fundamental consideration is that every 
dealer must'aliow for the time factor in’ moving His used car 
stock.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 7.—The 
new line of Perfection hot water 
car heaters has been taken for 
wholesale and retail distribution 
here by the Piston Service Com- 
pany, replacement parts jobber.

The suggestion has been made 
that Christmas business might be 
aided by an earlier release of these 
funds this year. An executive of 
the Christmas club said this was 
up to the individual banks, but 
pointed out that depositors do not 
make the final payments on their 
Christmas accounts until Novem- 
ber 24. 

The high lights of the retail situ- 
ation indicate a holiday season 
fairly comparable with a year ago. 
Retail executives are optimistic re- 
garding the outlook. Dollar volume, 
in the case of many stores, may run 
under a year ago, but a gain in 
transactions and the distribution of 
a larger number of units of mer- 
chandise than in 1929 were held 
possible. 

Dominating all other factors af- 
fecting the probable cause of holi- 
day buying by consumers and the 
preparations thus far made by the 
stores was said to be the strong 
trend toward medium and popular 
priced utility merchandise. Goods 
of the useful, practical type, it was 
estimated, will have from 75 to 85 
per cent. of the total demand, a 
figure larger by from 10 to 15 per 
cent. in comparison with 1929. In- 
dications were said to be that the 
broadest volume of gift buying will 
be in items from $1 to $10. It will 
not be a luxury Christmas this year, 
retailers said, although a “fringe”’ 
of luxury buying will be manifest. 

What this means, of course, is 
that the average sales check on 
holiday purchases is likely to run 
under a year ago. Executives are 
reluctant to estimate the probable 
amount of the decrease, saying it 
will vary greatly between depart- 
ments and for stores as a whole. 
They pointed out that the major 
part of the decline will be due to 
the lower retail price levels arising 
from the commodity decline. 

This very drop in retail prices, 
however, it was asserted, may yield 
a larger number of transactions. 
Finding that a certain gift item 
costs somewhat less than they had 
figured on, a certain percentage of 
consumers will spend the difference 
on another item, thus producing an 
added transaction. Moreover, the 
cautious attitude of consumers may 
spread a $10 or $20 bill over several 
medium-price, practical items in- 
stead of putting it into a single 
gift. Any gain in transactions on a 
lower-price level, however will in- 
evitably make for higher retail op- 
erating expenses and smaller net 
profits, it was pointed out.

Cards attesting that all safety 
devices were O. K., or listing the 
defects found in the equipment of 
each automobile traversing the lane, 
were issued by attendants in the 
test line. There was no obligation 
either to go through the lane or to 
have the suggested repairs or ad- 
justments made. 

Of the 40,000 odd cars registered in 
Tarrant county, of which Fort 
Worth is the seat, 3,924 went through 
Safety Lane. Nine hundred and 
twelve were mechanically ‘perfect. 
Of those having defects, 746 re- 
turned for O. K. certificates, but 
garage and service department op- 
erators reported disproportionately 
increased business. It was evident 
that many went straight to repair 
shops for adjustments without tak- 
ing advantage of the free tests. 


TESTS 2,138 MACHINES Coote Parts Jobber 


Trenton, N. J., Nov. 7.—During 
the week of October 27-31, Lebair 
Auto Supply Company conducted a 
Weaver Safety Lane. The following 
are the results: 693 cars O. K. first 
test; 907 cars O. K. on adjustment; 
538 cars not returned for adjust- 
ment; making a total of 2,138 during 
the four actual working days—since 
the firm did net operate on Wednes- 
day of the week. 

The lane was run in co-operation 
with the Trenton Automobile Club, 
and Weaver Manufacturing Com- 
pany was represented by A. Slaght. 
The Trenton Police Department 
furnished the necessary uniformed 
men, and advertising was donated 
by the newspaper—and a proclama- 
tion issued by the mayor. 


Delivery on Schedule 


Seattle, Wash., Nov. 7.—The au- 
tomotive parts jobbers of Seattle 
have just put into operation an 
hourly delivery service to all parts 
of the city. 

The old system, which is displaced 
by deilvery once every hour, pro- 
vided for three deliveries a day, 
The first delivery starts at 9 a. m, 
and continues until 5 p. m., thus 
providing nine per day.

it conceals the hinges. There are 
more hood louvers this year, grouped 
on a raised panel toward the rear 
of the hood. 

The new Fisher bodies all have a 
raised belt line to emphasize the 
low appearance of the car achieved | 


by the deeper side body panels, with 
their slight outward bulge. Roof 
lines are streamlined and have an 
increase in crown at the front. 

A feature of the new bodies is 
the better vision made possible from 
the driver's seat by slightly lower- 
ing the seat and raising the header 
bar which runs across the top of 
the windshield. A further aid to 
clear vision for the driver is the 
new narrow stamped pillar at the 
ends of the windshield. 

All body moldings are pressed in- 
tegrally with the body panels, thus 
eliminating all separately applied 
molding. The drip molding also is 
pressed integrally with the roof 
panels. This method of construc- 
tion eliminates rust streaks. 

The running board is longer and 
narrower at the front end. The 
running board aprons follow the 
contour of the body, and appear to 
be a continuation of it. Corrugated 
rubber, molded in position and ex- 
tended over the rounded outside 
edges, covers the pressed steel run- 
ning board, and narrow chrome 
plated molding covers all exposed | 
edges. 

A cleaner rear end appearance is | 
achieved by a newly designed panel | 
concealing the rear cross member 
and the gas tank. The black en- 
ameled panel is set off by a large 
chrome plated filler cap on the| 
tank. The combination rear lamp 
and stop light is mounted on the 
left fender instead of the tire car- | 


rier, as formerly, and the license 
plate is attached to a _ crossbar 
mounted just below the lamp 
bracket, 

The interiors of all bodies have | 


been redesigned to take advantage 
of the extra roominess provided by 
the two-inch increase in wheel base. 
Assist cords, ash receivers, arm 
rests and silk roller curtains are | 
found in various models in the line. 
All sport models have a larger rear 
deck to add to the comfort of the 
rumble seat passengers. The coach 
has a compartment for tools be- 
neath the front floor to avoid dis- 
turbing rear seat passengers. All 
closed models have the slanted non- 
glare windshield. The driver’s seat 
is adjustable. Mohair or broadcloth 
trimming is optional with all closed | 
models. 

All body hardware is newly de- 
signed, narrower and neater in ap- 
pearance. Chrome plate finishes | 
the exterior hardware and nickel 
plate the interior. Both rear doors 
and the left front door are locked | 
this year simply by slightly lifting | 
the door handles instead of by snap- | 
ping a separate lever. | 

The driver’s compartment offers 
extensive changes from last year’s 
car. Instruments are grouped on a 
panel set off by a raised head. Con- 





trol buttons are black with white 
letters and a white line rim on their 
faces. The steering wheel is three- 
spoke instead of four, to afford bet- 
ter vision of the instrument panel, 
and the wheel is made of hard rub- 
ber molded on a steel frame. 

The new steering mechanism is 
of the worm and sector type, with a 
reduction of ratio of 12 to 1, instead
